DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which applicant 
may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "said recordable area" in line 8. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1 f 4, and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Horimai et al (US 6,128,272). 

Horimai et al disclose a recording medium which consists of recordable area (first 
read only area) for information being prerecorded with frequency and address signals 
from an inner circumference of the track, and a read only area (second read only area) 
with readable pit. Fig 3C-3D show examples of partial ROM disks that ROM area AE 
and the rewritable area ARW are provided in the user area of the disk. Fig 3C shoes the 
ROM disk in which some bands of the outer region of the user area are made to be 
ROM area AE and some bands of the inner region of the user area made to be a 
rewritable area ARW. There is a boundary between the recordabel area and read only 
area (Col. 7, lines 22-32). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-30 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 3, 8-21 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Claims 5 and 6 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
